B. OTHER ACTIVITY 

1. This week we have in progress eighty-four (84) classes with about 
six hundred (600) students. These include fifty-eight (58) new classes with 
about four-hundred- twenty (420) students which started this week, 

2, Forty-four (44) courses were started in twelve (12) different lan- 
guages in the Voluntary Language Training Program on 6 January 1958, with a 
total of 330 students enrolled in the classes. Of these courses, 19 are 
conducted before working hours and 25 after work. Courses are being given 
in Arabic, Chinese, Finnish, French, German, Greek, Italian, Japanese, Per- 
sian, Polish, Russian and Spanish. During the current trimester, courses are 
being offered for the first t ime in the Voluntary Language Training Program 
in Arabic and Greek,

6. Western Europe-Americans Abroad Orientation #2 has been cancelled as 
no candidates had been enrolled by registration deadline. This is the third 
successive cancellation of this course, and it will no longer be offered. Prin- 
cipal reason for lack of appeal is the attitude in WE that sufficient briefing 
along these lines can be and is done at the desk. 
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7. Americans Abroad for the Middle East, scheduled for 13-17 January, 
has been cancelled because of insufficient likely registrants (V-6). This 
insufficiency seems attributable in large part to interested parties' prior 
enrollment in other training required for overseas assignment. 
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
